Eisenh ower got a rou sing ov a­ 
tion at th e start and at th e con­ 
clu sion of h is remiarks to an au di­ 
ence of abou t 300 at th e Statler 
Hotel. Th e Citizens for Eisenh ower 
Committee was created in 1^2 to 
rally indep endent v oters and dis­ 
satisfied Democrats to th e Eisen^ 
h ower banner. 


At th e (Mitset of h is taUc th e 
President recalled it was ex actly 
fou r y ears ago today th at h e left 
Paris to retu rn to th is cou ntry to 
bid for th e p residency . 
Eisenh ower allu ded to h is h eart 
attack last Sep tember at one p oint 
and th en tou ch ed off a lau gh in 
say ing th at th e only way h e h as 
now of knowing h e was ill “is th at 
th e doctors keep reminding me.” 
He added th at h e is now ready 
to "g o forward” into th e cam­ 
p aign and to work ch eerfu lly and 
energetically for v ictory in No­ 
v ember. 
Th e goal, h e declared, is “clean 
gov ernment, g o o d gov ernment, 
p rogressiv e gov ernment and gov ­ 
ernment th at knows its p lace and 
doesn’t interfere with me as I go 
abou t my du ties.”

did not elaborate on it. 
Eisenh ower was flanked at th e 
rostru m by twe p retty girls, cam­ 
p aign workers, carry ing brigh t red 
p arasols and wearing “Let’s Back 
Ike” camp aign bu ttons 
Before ou tlining camp aign goals 
in a general way , th e President 
rev iewed international ev ents du r­ 
ing th e last th ree y ears and said 
mu ch h as been acconkp lish ed to­ 
ward world p eace. 
He mentioned th e end of th e Ko­ 
rean War, for ex amp le, and added 
th at so far as th e fu tu re is con­ 
cerned America is determined to 
p reserv e its p osition “as a friend 
of all.” 
Eisenh ower also sp oke of th e 
th reat of commu nism and said th e 
United States stands ready to meet 
it, wh eth er in th e economic or 
p olitical fields.

Ju dge Harp er also testified th at 
Harry I. Scth wimmer, attorney for 
Sach s wh o was a <x) - defendant 
with Cau dle and Matth ew J. Con­ 
nelly in th e consp iracy trial u ntil 
a mistrial was ru led for h im th is 
week becau se of h is h ealth , sou gh t 
a committment from h kn if Sach s 
wou ld enter a gu ilty p lea.

Fast Build up 
O f A ir Power 
From Bud get 


WASHINGTON (fl — Sen. Mc­ 
Clellan (D-Ark) suggested today 
that money cut from President 
Eisenhower’s $4.900,000.000 foreign 
aid b udget could b e used to fi 
nance a faster b uildup of U.S. air 
power. 
McClellan is a memb er o f the 
Senate .\ppropriatkms Committee, 
now working on a defense b udget 
of nearly 33Vi b illion dollars which 
some air power ex ponents contend 
may not assure supremacy for 
U.S. air strength over Russia’s. 
The b udget for the year start­ 
ing July 1 calls for roughly 15‘^ 
b illions for the air fwce, 10 b il 
lions for the Navy and 7% b illions 
for the Army. 
McClellan, a vigorous critic of 
past foreign aid policy, lined up 
with those calling for more money 
for 
air 
power. 
The 
issue 
has 
touched off a new interservice row 
in the Pentagon, with echoes in 
Congress, 
McClellan declined to give a spe­ 
cific figure he thinks the .\ir Force 
should get. Sen. Chavez (D-NM), 
head of an .\ppropriations sub ­ 
committee handling the defense 
b udget, 
has 
predicted 
the 
full 
committee will vote to b oost the 
.\ir Force b udget b y one to two 
b illion dollars and perhaps vote 
more money for the .Army too. 
“We should emphasize Air Force 
strength,” McClellan told a report­ 
er. “I am not at all satisfied with 
the progress b eing made. It should 
b e accelerated, 
and 
we should 
provide whatever is needed.” 
He said foreign aid should b e 
considered 
separately 
from 
the 
defense 
spending 
prob lem, 
b ut 
that reduced foreign 
aid could 
make more money availab le for 
defense. 
Eisenhower’s foreign aid pro­ 
gram has b een acted upon only b y 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee, which recommended a cut 
of $1,109,000.000. The House is due 
to vote on it nex t week, the Sen­ 
ate later.

Freezing Berries 
Most fru its can be frozen satis­ 
factorily bu t the qu ality of the 
frozen p rodu ct will vary' with the 
kind of fru it, degree of rip eness, 
and the typ e of p ack. Mo.st fru its 
can also be canned satisfactorily 
bu t freezing is easier and (qu icker. 
For fru its that have a definite 
volatile flavor and p orou s textu re 
like berries, freezing » p referable 
to canning. 
The p ride of the freezer is straw­ 
berries. Select firm, rip e berries, 
p referably with a .slightly tart 
flavor. Sort berries and wash in 
cold water a few at a time, lifting 
tiiem gently ou t of the water. 
Drain and then remove bu lls. Slice 
large berries while small berries 
may be frozen whole. 
If in 
a 
bu rry, berries may be cru shed. 
Most fru its, inclu ding berries, 
have better textu re, form, and 
flavor if p acked in su gar or in 
gyp u p . Gooseberries, crai^jerries, 
and rhu barb are excep tions and 
are u su ally p acked witlKxit su gar. 
Strawberries that are sliced p ack 
best if dry su gar, tri to % cu p , 
is added to a (ju art of berries. 
To retain the bright red color, 
lift a small amou nt of p owdered 
ascorbic acid, Vi teasp oonfu l to 
one qu art, with the su gar over 
the berries. Tu rn the berries ov^ 
and over u ntil the .su gar is dis­ 
solved and ju ice is formed. Then 


p ack m containers being stine 
there is enou ^ ju ke to fill aH 
sp aces between berries. lieeve ^ 
inch head sp ace in wide mou th 
p int boxes. Hace a small p iece 
(ru mp led freezer k)cker p ap er on 
top of the berries. Seal ^md label, 
giving name of fru it, 
variety, 
amou nt of su gar and (iate frozen. 
Freeze immediately and store M 
zero degrees or below. 
If berries are small, p u t them 
into e container and <x>v« r with 
a ooW 50 p er cent syru p , 4% cli®)s 
of su gar to fou r cu p s of water. 
Very rip e strawberries may be 
p ressed throu gh a sieve, sweet 
ened and frozen as a p u ree to 
u se 
in desserts, 
beverages 
or 
sau ces. 
Riasp berries may be frozen bu t 
many p eop le say rasp berries can 
abou t as well as they freeze. 
Blackberries, dewberries, boysen- 
berries fu id you ng berries freeze 
u nu su ally well. A syru p p ack is 
p referable for berries that are to 
be served u ncooked. The su gar 
p ack is u su adly u sed for berries 
to be u sed for p ies, cobblers, iams 
or other cooked p rodu cts. In either 
case, select firm, p lu mp , friHy rip e 
berries with glossy skins. Green 
berries may cau se an off flavor. 
Wash carefu lly a few at « tkne- 
and drain. For a syru p p ack, p u t 
berries into container and cover 
with coid 40 p er cent syru p , three! 
cu p s of .« » igar in fou r cu p s of 
water. With dry su gar, add V^ 
to % cu p of su gar to each qu art 
of berries and tu rn berries over 
and over u ntil most of the su gar 
has dissolved. 
It takes aljou t IVi qu arts of u n­ 
p rocessed berries to make a qu art 
of frozen berries, A cnate, 24 qu art 
boxes, will yield 18 to 20 (ju arts 
frozen. 
For serving raw frozen fru its, 
the fru its need only to be thawed. 
For gest color and flavor, leave 
fru its in sealed container to thaw 
and tu rn several times for even 
toawing. Serve when a few ice 
crystals are still left m the ber­ 
ries. Fot a one p ou nd p ackage, 
alkw six to eight hou rs for thaw­ 
ing in a refrigerator, two hou rs 
at room temp eratu re, and Vi to 1 
hou r for thafwing in a p an of coid 
w'iater. 
Thaw ordy as many berries as 
you need at one time. If you do 
have left-over thawed fru it, it will 
keep better if you 
it to a 
boil m this inactivates the en­ 
zymes and the p rodu ct will keep 
its color better. If tiie frozen ber­ 
ries are to be cooked, thaw only 
u ntil p ieces can be loosened, then 
cook and u se as you wou Jd fresh 
fru it, 
remorrk>ering 
that 
frozen 
fru its u su ally have more ju ice. 
How La rge a Freezer to Buy ? 
The qu estion of size is one of the 
first to consider when a family is 
iHanning to bu y a home freezer. 
Tbe amou nt of sp ace needed de- 
p encte on the kinds and qu antities 
of foods to be frozen and stored 
in a year and the rate of tu rn­ 
over, which, in tu rn, dep ends on 
su ch factors as size of the family, 
sou rce c i foods, and length of 
tkne between growing seasons. 
Most home freezers range in 
size from abou t three to 30 cu bic 
feet of food^torage sp ace. A cu bV 
f(X)t is dbou t fou r-fifths of a bu shel. 
To convert size in cu bic feet to 
cap acky in p ou nds of food, com 
mn p ractice is to mu ltip ly by 
35. HowevCT, if the freezer is CiDed 
with miscellany of foods in a va 
riety of p ackages, the nu mber of 
p ou nds p er cu bic foot may not be 
more than 90 or 35. H mu ch of 
the food is light in weight, like 
baked p rodu cts and whole meals, 
the average will be even lower 
and it often hap p ens that as a

Six cubic feet of freezer spa ce 
per person will meet the genera l 
ne« is of most fa milies. If freezing 
is to supplement other methods 
of food preserv a tion, or if a lodter 
pla nt is to serv e a s the ma in 
mea ns of stora ge, three cubte feet 
per person will usua lly be a n a m­ 
ple £ dlow« K» for the bon» freez­ 
er. Wlieh most of the food for the 
y ea r is stored in the home freezer 
a nd there is much ov erla pping of 
stora ge times for the 
v a rious 
foods, ten cubic feet per person 
ma y not be ex cessiv e. 
S« ne fa mHies ma y pref« r two 
medhim-sized freezwis to one la rge 
one. a nd for some the la rgest size 
home freezers ma y not prov ide 
sufficier^ spa ce. TtiKre a re c« -- 
ta in a dv a nta ges in ha ring two 
freezers.

Gov. Herman Talmadge, the fast- 
talking. tousle - haired firebrand 
whose compelling strength forced 
venerable Sen. Walter George to 
bow out of Georgia’s 1956 Senate 
race, 
ranks with the toughest, 
shrewdest 
politicians 
who 
ever 
came down the red-earth pike. 
One top Georgia observer de­ 
clares 
him 
stronger 
than 
his 
famed 
father, 
the late Eugene 
Talmadge ever was. He could be­ 
come the Deep South's most potent 
single political figure since Huey 
Long. 
The 
political 
experts 
believe 
firmly it was Herman’s strength 
and George’s political weakness 
that really led the 7 8 -yea r-old 
senator to get out of politics. 
All the markers pointed to his 
smashing defeat in the Sept. 12 
Democratic primary, tantamount 
in Georgia to a general election. 
The factors 
favoring 
Talmadge 
were stacked high. In consequence 
pressures developed — especially 
from friends whose money held 
the key—for George to withdraw 
with dignity. 


Talmadges strength has many 
sources. Most striking is his ac­ 
knowledged talent for wooing su<‘- 
cessfully 
both 
the rural 
"wool 
hats" in cracker country and the 
city folk in Atlanta and 
other 
large communities. 
Old 
Gene, 
a 
gallus-snapping 
country 
fellow 
several 
t i m e s 
chosen governor, tied his fortunes 
tight to the wool hats. Defiantly 
he said he’d ne<^e^ campaign in a 
county that had a streetcar. He let 
pig.s scamper on his lawn to make 
sure no one mistook him for a city 
slicker. 
His 42-year-old son Herman plays 
it differently. Out in the hinter­ 
land, working his high nasal drawl 
in tones of a youthful, southern- 
styie "Pa Kettle," he regales the 
farmers with the tangy humor they 
relish.

ate sooner or later and was thus 
the "man we’ll have to do business 
with.” 


Talmadge had another big edge 
on the senator. 
All 
Georgians 
knew him as a "segregation fight­ 
er" who could rip the plaster off 
the walls if a contest demanded 
it.

Diplomats B elieve UN Secretary's Truce 
Mission Is Not Answer for Middle E ast

JERUSALEM. Israeli Sector — 
(NEA) — Western diplomats h ere 
believ e U. N. Secretary general 
Dag Hammarskjold’s truce mission 
merely treated th e symptoms of 
th e serious malady afflicting th e 
Middle East, Steps toward a com­ 
plete cure still are urgently re­ 
quired. 
A temporary truce does reign 
and after month s of fev erish war 
preparations Israel’s man in th e 
street seems less tense. But all 
th is could end in a moment with 
th e firing of one stray sh ot and 
th e death o f a ch ild. Beh ind th e 
deceptiv e surface peace, th e Middle 
East seeth es with h atred. 
Along th e Gaza strip Jews and 
Arabs, armed to th e teeth , continue 
to face each oth er across a no- 
man’s-land of mimni fields. Sh oot­ 
ings still occur often, th ough both 
sides h av e repeated th eir cease­ 
fire undertakings. Th e danger is 
th at any incident migh t flare into 
major action wh ich neith er side 
would want to break off for fear 
of losing face. 
Yet Hammer.skjold is credited 
With a remarkable success in ar­ 
ranging a cease-fire th at seems to 
h av e delayed at least for a time 
a war th at could arise from th ese 
prov ocativ e border clash es. 
Th a prev ailing spirit h ere is one 
o f conridence, despite awareness 
th at th e Egyptians now h av e more 
planes and better tanks th an Israel. 
Th e ordinary Israeli appears more 
relaxed. 
In th e v illage of Nah al Oa, le^ 
th an a mile from th e Egyptian 
frontier and in th e sh adow of ene­ 
my guns, ch ildren play marbles or 
Boisy games of football in an area 
circumscribed by barbed 
w i r e . 
Th ey are obliv ious to th e war 
th reat. 
Women, many of th em refugees 
from Arab countries, sit with in 
close rifle range of th e Gaza fron­ 
tier posts gossiping, feeding babies, 
or bargaining with Oriental street 
merch ants. 
Israel’s roads are continuously 
crowded, th ere is much trav el ev ­ 
erywh ere and th e little country 
bustles with activ ity. 
Some of Israel’s confidence, h ow­ 
ev er, springs more from despair 
th an h ope. Said an Israeli soldier 
guarding th e barbed wire fence 
wh ich separates old Jerusalem — 
now in Jordan’s h ands — from th e 
new city: 
“With out U. S. arms we may 
h av e to suffer h eav y casualties. 
But th e v ery fact we are figh ting 
for our liv es giv es us courage and 
strength .” 
Wh atev er tlie mood of th e av er­ 
age citizen, th e nerv es of Israel’s 
leaders are not calmed. Unable to 
buy arms from America wh ile th e 
Reds are supplying th e Arabs with 
equipment, th e leaders feel v irtual­ 
ly powerless to safeguard th e coun­ 
try against a bombing attack wh ich 
migh t follow a sudden snap of 
tension. 
Israel still insists arms from th e 
United States are th e best h ope of 
av erting Middle Eastern war. Th is 
nation h as refused for fear of push ­ 
ing an armaments race and getting 


into a ‘‘proxy war” with th e Sov iet 
Union. 
Officials in th e Israeli gov ern­ 
ment believ e Egypt’s Premier Nas­ 
ser h as brough t th e area to th e 
brink of conflict and th at only h e 
can bring it back. Th e Arabs are 
just as conv inced Israel is bent on 
prev entiv e war. 
Th e tragic fact is th at th e deci­ 
sion of war or peace may no longer 
be in th e h ands of eith er Nasser 
or Israel’s Prime Minister Beii- 
Gurion. Th e struggle is more and

Usually the sub ject matter for a 
front porch b ull session with a relative 
or friend you haven’t seen for several 
years falls in the category of remi­ 
niscence of b oyhood days in Sedalia. 
For this purpose front porches are 
b ecoming as scarce in this era of mod­ 
ern construction as the devices yester­ 
year’s youth used to commit Juvenile 
delinquency. 
Many adults today prescrib e precise 
rules 
of 
conduct 
for 
children 
and 
grandchildren in foul dread the latter 
may stray from the straight and narrow 
pathway. 
But they will chuckle with 
comrades over recollection of escapades 
in which they played a stellar part 
during the first decade of this century. 
One may conclude that today's con­ 
cern 
over 
increased 
juvenile 
delin­ 
quency is ab out in the same proportion 
as anxiety over prolific tornado-produc­ 
ing storms. Both were as numerous 50 
years ago as now, except that today s 
improved communications and pub lica­ 
tion facilities make it seem there has 
b een an increase in b oth delinquency 
and tornadoes. Then, too, magnification 
of this comparison may b e attrib uted to 
the fact that there are more parents 
and grandparents doing more worrying 
these days b ecause the population has 
b een increasing. 
Grey-haired 
flont 
porch 
Solomons 
also are b eginning to worry ab out the 
prediction of scientists that within a 
hundred years world population will 
zoom from the present 2.6 b illions to 


6.7 b illions or more. Tha t mea ns mo re 
potential for juvenile delinquency, and 
more possib le victims for the rampaging 
tornadoes. Everything b eing relative, the 
multiplication of human b eings will 
ju.st naturally b ring this ab out. 
Another worry for the future is how 
to get all these people who will b e our 
great - great - great - great - grandchil­ 
dren properly fed. Scientists, however, 
think this prob lem is of minor conse­ 
quence. “Machine civilization,” spread­ 
ing over the face of the glob e b y the 
time 2056 rolls around, will provide 
sustenance 
from 
the 
commonest 
of 
sources — air, sea water and ordinary 
rocks which today are considered un­ 
productive. Think of that! 
The one real worry for today’s grand- 
pappies—and scientists are already b e­ 
ginning to indicate apprehension and 
sound warnings ab out it—is the very 
likely shortage of b rainpower, of men 
with ab ility and imagination and train­ 
ing to understand the possib ilities that 
lie ahead and find means of realizing 
them. 
Such are the threads of discourse 
when long-time-no-see relatives come to 
visit and talk on the front porch. If they 
can tie juvenile delinquency and tor­ 
nadoes in with what the scientists are 
predicting and worrying ab out for the 
21.St century, then there's hope that the 
future will not b e too dull for progeny 
tinkering with and discussing in like 
manner the facts of life 100 years 
from now.

WASHINGTON — The Fab ulous 
Democrats (Putnam) b y David L. 
Cohn is a lively, partisan history 
of what is prob ab ly the oldest liv­ 
ing political party in the world. 
There’s nothing mealy or apolo­ 
getic ab out Mr. Cohn’s parti.san- 
ship, and this actually makes his 
volume more enjoyab le. But he 
doesn’t hesitate to dig his b oys 
when he feels criticism is de­ 
served.

quotab le: 
“Thomas Jefferson,” he writes, 
“ intellectual father of the Demo­ 
cratic Party, was not an ‘average’ 
man—whatever that may mean. 
He made no attempt to sink to the 
occasion. . . . The passion for

incidentally, 
a 
ma.sculine 
ab erration, 
W’Dmen, 
who 
demonstrab ly 
have 
more 
sense than men. indulge in no 
such nonsense. Thus no woman 
delib erately tries to make herself 
plain in order to b e regarded as 
‘average.’ . . . 
“Jefferson, our first great Dem­ 
ocrat, was erudite, yet he did not 
attempt to conceal his erudition 
a.s though it were a. swret shame. 
. . . Nor did he manifest an in­ 
ward contempt for the people b y 
talking to them in pidgin English. 
. . . No pub lic man who tru.sts the 
people has two ways of talking: 
one for his friends in the living 
room, and another for the pub lic 
on the platform.” 
That’s just a sampler, of course.

prints, 
and 
campaign posters cuIUhI from the 
Lib rary of Congress collections.

US Is Behind Russia o n Ma nv Wea po ns 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—American scientists and mili­ 
tary men have made some shocking admissions 
lately. Their statements have appeared in sep­ 
arate, scattered parts of the newspapers or 
b ehind the closed doors of hearings. If you 
add them together, however, they show an 
alarming state of our national defense. 
Here is a compilation of recent admissions b y 
U S. scientists, military men, and intelligence 
agents: 
Earth Satellite—U.S. expert« admit Russia 
will launch an earth satellite ahead of us— 
prob ab ly in 1957. This will b e one year in ad­ 
vance of the U.S.A. 
Guided Missiles—Central Intelligence reports 
flatly and categorically that Russia is ahead of 
us in guided missiles. This means Moscow 
will prob ab ly b uild the dread intercontinental 
b allistic missile capab le of flying from Mos­ 
cow to Washington b efore we do. 
Nuclear Reactors—UIA representatives testi­ 
fied b ehind closed doors recently that Russia 
was ahead of us in b uilding atomic reactors. 
This means Russia is making faster strides in 
converting A-energy to industrial uses, prob ab ly 
also including an atomic plane. 
Jet Planes—The Defense Department has ac­ 
knowledged that Russia is b uilding more jets 
than we are. She is also outproducing us in 
long-range jet b oml>ers of the type that ju.st 
dropped the H-b omb in the Pacific. It appears 
that Russia is b uilding more of all types of 
jet planes except B-47 medium-range b omb ers. 
Hydrogen Bomb s — Intelligence agents have 
reported that Russia is now only one month 
b ehind us in her stockpile of H-b omb s. Hitherto 
(Hir chief reliance has b een on a long lead in 
the Stockpile of H and A-b omb s. 
Despite this. Secretary of Defense WiLson re­ 
peatedly states: “The Ru.ssians aren’t nine feet 
tall.” and pooh-poohs congressional attempts to 
increase the national defen.se. 
Despite this also. President Eisenhow-er has 
consistently assured the American pub lic that 
the present defense b udget is adequate. 
Ike Was Wrong Befo re 
Military men recall that on March 29, 1950. 
three months b efore Communist leaders struck 
at Korea. General Eisenhower appeared b efore 
the Senate Appropriations Committee and as­ 
sured them that the current defen.se b udget of 
$15.000.000.000 was adequate. 
Explaining that he had b een asked to coordi­ 
nate the needs of the different armed services. 
Eisenhow er test if ied ■ 
“I would say that I would add $500,0(K),000 to 
the present b udoet (which had b een cut under 
$14.000.000.000). But I would b e determined to 


stay somewhere b elow’ the $15,000,000,000 which 
always in my mind has represented the maxi­ 
mum, and I should b e determined to stay well 
b elow that. 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee asked if he 
would add .some air groups. Ike replied “No.” 
Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts asked 
if the Defense Department might not need more 
than $15,000.000,000. 
“I still b elieve in the over-all $15,000,000,000,” 
replied Eisenhower. 
Three months later the United States found 
itself unprepared to meet war in the Far East 
and increased the military b udget to a high of 
$38,900,000.000 in 1952. Gf course Eisenhower did 
not foresee war when he testified in 1950; b ut 
military men say no one can predict war or 
peace today either. 
Ca pita l Cha ff 
Sen. Dennis Chavez, New Mexico Democrat, 
has accused President Eisenhower of taking 
high supports away from American farmers, 
b ut granting them to Brazilian coffee growers. 
In a b listering private letter to farmers, Chavez 
declares: “F^ach morning when you drink a 
cup of coffee, I want you to rememb er just 
one thing. While the President is unwilling to 
agree on any reasonab le pegged farm price, 
he was willing to participate in the agreement 
signed in Brazil two month.s ago to fix the sup­ 
port price of coffee at artificial heights to pre­ 
vent a collapse of the market b ecause of a 
sub stantial coffee surplus. The complete lack 
of under.standing of the President on domestic 
prob lems,” adds Chavez, “is appalling. . . . 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson, who opposes 
high supports at home, seems to favor them 
in Switzerland. At least, his Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has issued a favorab le report on Swiss 
farming which asserts: “In Switzerland, the 
policy of protecting, supporting, and promoting 
agriculture has b een carried farther than in 
any West Fluropean country. This is due . . . 
partly to the desire, widely .shared b y the Swiss 
people, to halt the decline in farm population 
and to .secure a high degree of self-sufficiency.” 
The .Army’s newest guided missile, the 
Jupiter, is supposed to have a range of 1,5(W 
miles, b ut Army experts claim privately it 
will shoot 3.000 miles w’ith an uncanny accuracy, 
varrying only one yard for each mile. They 
say it will hit within tw'o miles of a target 
3.000 miles away — a b ull's-eye with nuclear 
warheads.

the federal government ab out 25 
b illion dollars and the states ab out 
24 b illions. 
Since 
the federal 
government 
will pay most of the b ill. Sen. 
Chavez *(D-NM> proposed the gov­ 
ernment should decide the wage 
rates for men ’nvIio b uild the net­ 
work. He said the secretary of la­ 
b or should do the deciding. 
This wasn’t unusual. Under a 
law passed in 1931 the lab or secre­ 
tary decides wage rates for work­ 
ers on projects paid for b y the 
government. This applies to con­ 
tracts for direct federal construc­ 
tion as well as to contracts for 
schools, 
hospitals, 
housing, 
air­ 
ports and other facilities b uilt with 
federal-a id funds. 
The secretary decides what the

prevailing rate is in the area for 
ilie same kind of work—in this 
ca.se it would b e roadb uilding- 
and say> that .^ihould b e the wage 
rate for the highway b uilck?r. 
There were a lot of ob jections,

including Sen. Fulb right 
(D- \rk). 
Their arguments, b oiled down, 
ran like this: What area w'ould 
the Sts retary select as a yard­ 
stick? .An area close to where a 
stnp of highway is to b e b uilt or 
some city 100 miles away where 
wages 
might 
b e higher? 
What 
W'ould h:-ppen to the economy of 
a rural area if the secretary fixed 
wage rate.s for roadb uiltkTS out 
of line with wages paid neaiiDy 
farmhands? Would they quit the 
farms to work on the roads? 
Be.sides, so the arguments went, 
the lab or secretary shouldn’t have 
final say. The states—this was the 
states’ rigiits argument — should 
have a voice in deciding rates. 
Fulb right suggested it might b e 
well to let anyone who disagreed 
with the lab or secretary appeal 
to the courts. Opponents argued 
this might foul up the w'hole high­ 
way program, get it snarled in 
court fights all over the United 
States for years.

approved 
Chavez’s idea; the lab or secreatry 


should decide the rates. But it was 
a (i3v of confusion on the floor. 
And just ab out dinner time F'ul- 
b r^ht got up again, proposing as 
an amendment to Chavez’s pro­ 
posal 
that 
anyone 
di.sagreeing 
with the secretary's w’age rates 
could appeal to the courts. 
The Senate quickly voted for 
thi.s. .Sometime later Sen. Douglas 
(D-IID, an opponent of Fulb right’s 
amendment, 
realized 
what 
had 
happened. He asked the Senate to 
recon.sider. 
He hadn’t heard the amendment 
read, he said. b ec*ause there was 
too much di.sorder on the floor at 
the tiriK'. 
He said he tloub ted many sen­ 
ators knew what they were voting 
for. Sen.‘ .Morse (D-Ore) said he 
didn’t know ab out it b ecause he 
was out to dinner. Sen. Gore (D- 
Tenn) said lie didn’t realize it eith­ 
er. His b ack was turned at the 
time, he .said. 
The Senate let the Fulb right 
amendment* stand. But the Senate 
b ill differs from a similar meas­ 
ure passed b y the House which 
said the lab or secretary shouW 
decide wage rates b ut didn’t pro­ 
vide for any appeal to the courts. 
There can b e no highway law 
until b oth houses iron out their 
differeiK’es. The Senate may b ow 
to the House and agree to drop 
the Fulb right amendment.

w'ith a recent resolution b y the Illinois Federa­ 
tion of Women’s Club s. 
The fifteen hundred delegates in attendance 
at a Chicago meeting went on record unanimous­ 
ly favoring the “waging of all campaigns for 
political office, stale and federal, commensur­ 
ate in dignity with the gravity of the issues 
involved," and that these campaigns b e of 
shorter duration than in the past. 
That is a b ig order if the present campaign 
can b e accepted as a criterion. 
Take the present national campaign. It seems 
to us that the ammunition of some of the can­ 
didates is losing force. That it has more b omb ast 
and less merit as time goes on. 
Political campaigning unlike good wine doesn’t 
always improve with age. 
The thin arguments b ecome threadb are, the 
demagoguery more shoddy, the facts smoth­ 
ered in charges and countw-charges—confusing 
or disgusting the voters. 
We think the good ladies have something. 
Shorter campaigns would contrib ute 
to 
less 
costs, less wear and tear on b oth the pub lic 
and the candidates. Tne real issues, the im­ 
portant matters might not b e lost in a welter 
ef the unimportant and ridiculoui il such a 


w€M aoma.

Ohio State's first step illustrates the b usiness 
method. It concerns taking inventory and ap­ 
praising value.s. 
“An inventory is an itemized list showing all 
the farm property on hand at a given date, and 
its value. 
“.Although not generally regarded as such, the 
inventory is the most valuab le of all farm 
records. It b ecomes a cornerstone upon which 
successive years of records are b uilt.” 
Accurate 
accounting 
helps the farmer in­ 
crease income and cut expenses. It is essen­ 
tial for social security £ uid income tax purposes. 
And thus farming ^ t s out of overalls and 
into the eyeshade.
